1. My name is Jiping Yang. I am over the age of eighteen (18) years and am of 
sound mind, have never been convicted of a felony, and am competent to testify herein.

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2. In an Office Action mailed January 17, 2007, the Examiner rejected claims 97, 98 
and 100 of the above referenced application under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a), as being anticipated by 
Bahr et al, Journal of the American Chemical Society, 2001, 123, 6536-6542, having web 
publication date of June 14, 2001. The same citation has been used to support a rejection of 
claims 97, 98, 100, 104-109, 134, and 135 in combination with Smalley et al. U.S. Patent No. 
7,105,596 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) of the Patent Act. 

3. I am one of three named inventors in the present application, which includes 
James M. Tour, Jeffrey L. Bahr, and Jiping Yang, (collectively the "inventive entity") and I am 
also a co-author of the Bahr et al. literature citation. 

4. The portion of Bahr et al. relied upon by the Examiner is solely the inventive 
entity's own work. Specifically the Examiner states, that Bahr et al. teaches incorporation of 
diazonium derivitized carbon nanotubes into polymer composite materials. The carbon nanotube 
derivitization process and incorporation into polymer composite materials is solely the inventive 
entity's own work. The remaining authors in Bahr et al. have assisted in reduction to practice of 
the invention without contribution to conception and are thus, not inventive entities. 

5. Richard E. Smalley is a deceased co-author on Bahr et al. and is, therefore unable 
to provide an affidavit.
